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Declaration of Nouri £. Hakim under 37 C.F.R. $1,131 

I, Nouri E. Hakim, hereby declare as follows: 

1. I am the inventor of the subject matter claimed in U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 
09/656,289 filed September 6, 2000. 

2. The subject matter in pending independent Claim 1 is directed to the invention of: 

An apparatus comprising: a cover for the nipple of a baby botde, said cover comprising a 
sealing element for sealing a hole at the top of the nipple. 

3. The subject matter in pending independent Claim 16 is directed to the invention of: 
An apparatus, comprising: a cover for the nipple of a baby botde, said cover being 
dimensioned such that said cover compresses the nipple of the baby botde when said cover is 



affixed to the baby bottle. 

Likewise, the subject matter in pending Claims 51 and 52 also includes the invention of a 
cover for a baby bottle having a nipple, said cover including a sealing element therein for 
sealing the orifice at the top of the baby botde's nipple. 
5. These inventions were reduced to practice prio^'^o^ebruaryl6^^ words, 



samples of the inventions were made prior to that date. 

6. Attached hereto are invoices fi-om my overseas mold maker (Exhibits A and B). These 
invoices represents the mold maker's charges to me afi:er they did work on various molds, 
including molds of these inventions. 

7. Attached as well are copies of several of the blueprints which were submitted to my overseas 
mold maker for construction of the molds of the inventions (Exhibits C, D and E). 

8. The blueprints show covers for baby botdes (also known as "hoods"). The hoods each have 
a sealing element (the "icon") located therein, the icon being a sealing element, i.e. a piece 
which seals the hole at the top of the nipple of the bottle. The hoods are also dimensioned 
such that the nipple of the baby botde is compressed by the inside bottom of the hood when 
the hood is placed onto the bottle. 

9. The blueprints and invoices are dated prior to February 16, 1996. The work by the mold 
maker was completed prior to the date that they issued the invoice. Samples of the 
inventions were made in China from the molds prior to February 16, 1996. 

10. The drawings and the invoice, therefore, show my reduction to practice (i.e. construction) of 
the subject matter of the inventions prior to February 16, 1996. 

11. The remaining claims of the present application are all dependent on Claims 1 and 16. 
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
